REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of records does not disclose or fairly teach a first waveguide coupled between the first 
input port and the second input port; a second waveguide coupled between the first 
output port and the second output port; a third waveguide coupled between the first 
input port and the first output port; a fourth waveguide coupled between the second 
input port and the second output port; and a fifth waveguide coupled between central 
points of the third waveguide and the fourth waveguide, where: at a center frequency of 
a pre-determined frequency band, each of the waveguides is a half wavelength 
waveguide with respect to the center frequency, the first, second, third, and fourth 
waveguides have a first impedance approximately given by V2Zo and the fifth 
waveguide has a second impedance approximately given by Zo N2.
